The  VC  Parents  Association  plays  an  important  part  in  the  VC  community. 
Our  role  is  primarily  to  organize  the  Parents  Participation  Program  and  to  provide 
fundraising  for  resources  that  enhance  the  students  educational  experience  at  VC. 

There  are  more  than  800  families  that  participate  in  the  PA  program 
volunteering  for  everything  from  parking  patrol,  to  stuffing  envelopes  for  mailouts, 
to  managing  fundraising  events.  This  year  parents  volunteered  more  than  24,000 
(tours  towards  the  PA  program  which  enabled  the  school  to  work  much  more 
efficiently  and  to  provide  many  services  to  the  students. 

The  PA  holds  three  main  fundraising  events  every  year  which  include 
Finnegan  Ball,  Mother  Christmas  Coffee  Party,  and  Mayfair.  These  events,  along 
with  other  PA  activities,  bring  in  more  than  $100,000  every  year  that  go  directly 
to  buying  resources  for  the  students,  which  are  not  in  the  school’s  budget  and  would 
not  otherwise  be  provided.  These  resources  include  computers,  sports  equipment, 
classroom  learning  resources,  and  many  other  items.  The  fundraising  events  also 
offer  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  school  community  to  socialize  and  join  in  fun 
activities. 

The  PA  holds  three  general  meetings  each  year  where  all  parents  are  invited 
to  attend  and  become  updated  on  school  issues  and  events.  The  PA  is  organizes  with 
a  thirteen  member  executive  that  coordinates  all  the  activities. 

This  year  we  had  a  very  enthusiastic  participation  from  all  the  parents  in  the 
PA  program  and  we  thank  them  for  their  volunteer  efforts.

The  Irishmen  are  optimistic  that  it  is  going  to  be  a  good 
day.  What  do  you  mean  the  test  is  today?  Some  days  are  better  for 
others.  Finally  it  is  recess.  Shoot  a  few  hoops  outside.  Hang  out. 
Moan  with  friends  about  the  test!  A  quick  resolution  to  study  more 
next  time  and  classes  continue.  By  lunch  time  things  are  on  a  roll 
for  the  Irishmen.  Some  have  meetings  to  go  to  but  the  majority 
flood  to  the  cafeteria  where  Arlene  and  the  ladies  serve  up 
everything,  from  Caesar  salad  to  spicy  fries  and  burgers.  It  is  an 
opportunity  for  the  Irishmen  to  ensure  their  parents  have  a  healthy 
account  at  the  caf.  Classes  eventually  end  but  campus  life  does  not.

[  Students  develop  leadership,  decision  making,  teamwork  skills, 
personal  and  group  responsibility,  and  harmonic  wilderness  travel 
skills  through  the  completion  of  challenging  team  and  group 
activities,  such  as  planning  for  and  participating  in  overnight, 
winter,  and  weekend  camping  trips. 

I  Students  automatically  become  members  of  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh 
Awards  Program,  which  offers  bronze,  silver,  and  gold  awards  in 
recognition  for  community  service  and  other  activities. 

The  Duke  of  Edinburgh  Program 

This  program  is  known  to  advance  the  physical,  mental,  and 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  younger  generation  and  thus  to  encourage 
good  citizenship.  It  essentially  makes  you  a  better,  more  rounded 
person.  Another  benefit  to  the  award  aspect  of  the  program  is  the 
recognition  of  excellence  in  a  given  field  that  would  be  neglected 
otherwise.  The  awards  are  proof  of  the  time  and  effort  that  the 
receiving  member  has  put  into  their  community  and  themselves.  It 
is  described  as  just  plain  fun  with  every  trip  being  a  memorable  one. 
Members  must  also  perform  community  service  work.  Sage  Wilder¬ 
ness  Experiences  is  an  organization  of  paid  professionals  that 
accompany  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  members  on  all 

Wilderness  trips.  The  organization  also  has  special  licenses  and 
years  of  wilderness  experience.
